the New Zealand parliament and one 
of the most brilliant men of the An¬ 
tipodes; Capt Norman Allan Imrie, 
formerly staff lecturer with the Can¬ 
adian Army and now speaking on 
British-American relations, and M. L 
Mellinger, who throws a new light on 
the Mexican situation.

ll.eit Huffman had a letter publish 
ed in a recent issue of The Calgary 
Herald from which we reproduce a 
portion of it. Tom Devlin, a promin¬ 
ent Kansas City banker^and a form¬ 
er friend of Mr. Huffman, was ir. 
Calgary with the Shriners last week 
and so impressed was he with the 
province of Alberta and its possibili¬ 
ties that he got the following off his 
chest: 

“Say, boy, why in the world don’t 
you people up here advertise this 
country? We scarcely ever hear of 
Alberta as a wonderful farming and 
stockraising country. All wfe see 
about it is some C.HR. post card ad¬ 
vertising Banff or the Canadiar 
Rockies. Our people don’t know about 
you. Why, on the square, I, myself 
did not know you had such a country 
here. I have seen more wonderful 
prairie farms on my trip through Al¬ 
berta than I ever dreamed existed in 
the whole of Canada! 

“If our young renters and land- 
hungry men in the crowded cen rai 
states could see what I have seen oi 
Alberta, you couldn’t keep they away 
from here. They can’t buy farms 
there, at $400 to $600 per acre, but 
here they would be easily satisf ed 
with your farms at even $100 per 
acre, and think they had found a 
.-nap! 

“Of course, as a banker and a g od 
patriotic American citizen, I would 
not encourage these young, men to 
leave the United States, but business 
is business, and if they knew about 
your opportunities here, there are not 
enough trains to get them h,ere. , 
l “Say, if only the province of Al¬ 
berta were in the United States, we 
would send out a million tons of ad¬ 
vertising matter each year, until all 
these vacant lands were woiking for 
us! Believe me, you have the biggest 
I thing to talk about that I have ever 
■ seen, and yet nobody seems to-, be 
talking about it.”

Cattle from the U. S. are to 
be admitted free up to February 7, 
1921, for the purpose of permitting 
the Western Canada breeders and 
feeders to replenish their herds whicl 
have been so seriously depleted dur¬ 
ing the past two years. This •an¬ 
nouncement was made from Ottawa 
during the present week and will im¬ 
mediately result in the shipment of a 
large number of young cattle into 
the western provinces. Prices over in 
the United States at present are such 
that our prairie herds can. lie re¬ 
stocked and advantage taken of th" 
feed situation, which at present, looks 
most premising. 

The granting of this concession is 
a tribute to the western stock organ¬ 
izations and shows what can be a< - 
complised when proper steps are tak¬ 
en. Of course, in this instance, the 
fact that Dr. Tolmie, minister of agri- 
"eulture, is a western man and one 
who can realize western condition :, 
was a very material factor in the 
light step being taken l>y the cabinet. 

At a meeting of the Calgary Live 
Stock exchange held last February 
when the period for the free miporta- 
tion of cattle expired, a resolution 
was passed recommending that the 
duty should be raised at least for a 
time.

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MANGE DIPPING VITAL TO ALL

(Secretary Cattlemen’s Protective As¬

The roundup of cattle preparatory 
to xlippiing on June 24 is now under 
way. Much will depend on the thor¬ 
oughness of it whether Southern Al¬ 
berta is to be “clean” in the future, 
or whether it is to continue to be de¬ 
scribed as the “dirty area.” 

Two important conditions are at¬ 
tached to the department’s promise 
to lift the blanket quarantine. These 
are that all cattle be dipped twice and 
that one of the evidences that all 
have been dipped twice is the delivery 
of the same number of animals for 
the second dip as went through the 
first, or account for the difference.. 
This is the cattleman’s job. He must 
not only make-good but he must keep 
his eye on his neighbor and see to it 
that he also makes good. 

1’he department officials are to bp 
commended for the excellent organiz¬ 
ation they have effected, but one 
mangy animal left out can undo all 
that has been done during the past 
six months. 

vEvery man must be “his brother’s 
keeper,, during the next 20 days. The 
roundup must be clean, the solution 
must be of the proper strength and 
temperature, and every animal must 
remain in the solution for the requit¬ 
ed time. * 

i The Cattlemen’s Protective Associa¬ 
tion is exceedingly anxious that this 
work shall be properly done. ' It real¬ 
izes Jhat the effort now beipg pixt 
forth to make a thorough “cleanup” 
is largely of its own creation, and if 
there is a failure, part of the stigma 
will attach to their organization, and 
the bulk of the losses that will result 
will have to be borne by its members 
because the majority of the cattle in 
the mange area are owned by mem¬ 
bers of the association.

The Municipal District of Royal No. 158 

By-Law No. 7 For the Restraining of Animals Running 


THE ADVOCATE 


A by-law of the Municipal District'of Royal No. 158, for restraining animals at large. 

[1] . In this by-law unless the context otherwise requires, the term animals means 
horses, mules, cattle or sheep. 

[2] . No horses, cattle, mules or sheep, the property of any persdTi resident or non¬ 
resident. within the said Municipal District shall, at any time be at large in any part of the 
Municipal Listrict. 

[3] . An animal shall be deemed to be at large which is not on the premises of its ow. 
n»F>and which is not under control of its owner, either by being securely tethered or in 
direct or continuous charge of a herder, or by confinement within any building or other en¬ 
closure or lawful fence. 

. [4]. Any animal at large contrary to the provisions of this by-law may be impounded 
in the manner herein provided for. 

[5]. Pounds shall be estiblished as follows: - 

1 .Pound keeper E. W. Jump, situated on the N. E. 9-16-24-4 

2 • ._.Poundkeeper M. Hoffman, situated on the N. E. 16-17-25-4 

3 .Poundkeeper Alec. Kennedy situated on the N. E. 31-16-26-4 

A .Poundkeeper D. Holmes, situated on the S. E. 16-18-26-4 

5 ^ Poundkeeper D. McNiven, situated on the N. W. 32 18-25-4 

6 .Poundkeeper C. H. Kelly, situated on the N. E. 19-18-24-4 

[6] . The following shall be deemed a legal fence within the meaning of this bylaw. 

Cedar posts two rods apart with dropper between or willow posts one rod apart. 
Fence to consist of three barbed wires and shall be spaced as follows: 

First wire—From the bottom shall not be more than eighteen (18) inches from the 
' ground. . 

Second wire—From the bottom shall not be more than thirty-two [32] inches from 
j the ground. „ 

Third wire—from the bottom shall not be more than forty-six [46] inches from 
the ground. 

[7] . The provisions of sections 208 to 215 inclusive of the Municipal District Act, shall 
be deemed to be incorporated in and form a part of this by-law. 

[8] . The provisions of the Herd Ordinance and the Pound District Ordinance shall - 
cease to be operative withyi the said Municipal District on the coming into force of this by¬ 
law. 

Any person who suffers or permits any animal, which he is entitled to possession of to 
be-at large within the said Municipal District, contrary to the provisions hereof, shall be 
guilty of breach of this by-law, and shall, upon summary conviction under Part XV of the 
Criminal Code, forfeit and pay as a penalty an amount not exceeding one hundred dollars 
and costs, and in default of payment forthwith after conviction, shall be liable to punish¬ 
ment by imprisonment witfi or without hard labor for a period not exceeding thirty days 
unless such fines and costs, including the cost of commital, are sooner .paid. *

For_tix5se of our readers who may 
still be interested in the doings of 
Hatfield, the rainmaker, we g'adly 
reproduce a synopsis of a long and in¬ 
teresting article published in tire 
Spokesman-Review in connection with 
a contract entered into by Hatfield, 
and the Chamber of Commerce at 
Ephrata, Washington. According to 
the paper, Hatfield has more than 
made good on his contract, and farm¬ 
ers within a radius of 100 miles of 
Ephrata are enthusiastic and there is 
not one dissenting voice throughout 
the region where Mr. Hatfield prom¬ 
ised to bring rain. He sa : d he thought 
he would bring rain by June 10, and 
3 inches by Jutie 25, and he has al¬ 


ready brought one inch in June which 
is an unusual amount of for 

that district in the monh of June. As 
a result of the rainfall .so far, the 
community benefitted to a wonderful 
extent which will mean millions to 
the farmer. Mr, Hatfield’s system 
of bringing rain does not detract from 
nature, it only assists. 

Hatfield speaks chiefly of the throe 
terms, attraction, affinity and o\a- 
poration in explaining his methods. 
He is using but one tower, 20 feet 
high. This is enclosed on four sides 
at the top to shut off the wind and 
the view. He places in this enclosure 
several galvanized pans'bf from 24 
to 36 inches in depth. Nothing visi¬ 
ble to the eye or senses takes place. 
There is no odor, smoke or the so- 
called explosions which are thought 
by many to be caused. 

Shortly after he begui operations 
cloudy weather, began and we have 
had few sunny days . since. The 
clouds are of different formati n 
from any seen there before, also. 

He said he had worked under dif¬ 
ficulties because of the high atmos¬ 
pheric pressure and that last Sunday 
was the first favorable day experi¬ 
enced since beginning operations.
